‘Trading Society was formed, by Royal char- 
ler, in 1824, under the name ofthe Neder- 
landsche Handel-Maatschappij, with head- 
quarters at Amsterdam. Originally, the 
Company ,was. purely, a trading concern, but 
as its interests extended and the ramifications:, 
of its business widened it became more and 
more a banking ilstitution, financing the 
projects of planters in Java and Sumatra, 
and concerning itself with exchange matters. 
‘At an early stage of its career the Bank 
established itself in Singapore and the Ne- 
therlands ‘Trading Society's building in- the 
southern port is one of ‘the landmarks of 
the seulement. In Hongkong, however, 
it did nol seem to the Hank’s- advisers 
that it was necessary to establish a branch 
here, and they were content to transact 
business through the,medium’of the French 
or German banks, In many ways this 
proved inconvenient, as could be well under- 


‘some extent the Bank's interests suffered 
when it was not officially represented atthe 
premicr port in the East.: So long as the 
French bank was not established at Singa- 
pore the Netherlands Trading Society was 
content to be without a home and habitation, 
of its ‘own in Hongkong, but when the 
French bank determined to set up its own 
premises in Singapore the Netherlands 
‘Trading Society resolved to establish an 
office in Hongkong, Premises have been 
secured in the very ‘heart of the Hong:

‘The 
previous record tonnage for merchant vessels 
(1,524,739 tons) was reached ‘in tgor, and 
the present figures: are 98,429 In excess of 
that total. As regards war vessels, however, 
the total: for 1905 is 82,160 tons less 
than in igor. “It may be mentioned that 
99.9 per cent. of the tonnage lauineh- 
éd has been built ‘of steel, and. that 98.87 
per cent, is composed of steam - tonnage.

They are 
not needed in the islands, and Army officers 
admit they are being sent to the Philip- 
pines merely to be ready for seivice in 
China, Nearly one-half of the entire force, 
in the Philippines is to be concentrated 
within easy reach of Manila, One oft those,

Your Excellency and gentlemen, Sir. Thomas 
Jack on had beth combined, and when he left 
the Colony, although happily still to be con- 
nected with us.as Chairman of our London 
Committee, the shareholders of. the Bank 
decided that it was only fiting that some 
monument should be erected to remind those 
who shall come alter us of the man and of his 
work, They decided that it should take the 
forin of a slatue, to be set up in the vicinity of 
the Head C fice, so’ that it might come to be 
regarded as part and parcel of, and be per- 
manently identified with, the-institution in the 
building’ of which he, for so long, took the 
leading part.

A HISTORICAL RETROSPECT. - 
‘StR THOMAS JACKSON AND HARDWORK. : 
The ceremsny of unveiling a statue. to’ Sir 
Thomas Jackson, which, took place to-day, 
marks very fittingly the work of a financier 
‘whose ability and energy have left their int- 
rint on the Colony. “His memory is inde- 
Fibly enstrined in the Hengkong and Shang- 
hai Banking Corporation, which is itself one of 
the leading. femurea of this island—a potent 
factor in its prosperity. The distinguishing 
trait about Sir'‘Tomas Jackson'scharacter, while 
Chief Mannger of the Bank, was:his absolute 
devotion to duty, What struck those who’ 
had to deal with him in Hongkoog was his 
observant nature. He saw everything, and he 
saw round corners—probably that was the 
secret of his Success ; but it. is at_Ienst certain 
(hit the Hongkong’ and Shanghai Bank would 
not be what it is to-day had these been no Sir 
Thomas Jackson. (As a result of his efforts, 
aided “and assisted by numerous copable, 
efficient and willing coadjutors, the Bank isnot 
merely a factor in the progress of the Colony ; 
it iv almo t a name to conjure with, and it 
‘is now entering into international obligations 
which. will yet further improve its standing 
and confer yreater honour on the Colony: 
Sir Thomas Jackson is an Irishman, born in 
a district with a fine Irish name, Croosmaglen, 


which made bim such a companionable man, 
Ihe. was educated at an acudemy known as 
| Morgan’s Sch ol, at Castle Knock, and by 
private tutors, . Deciding to enter the banking 
profession he jointd the Hanb.of Ireland at 
Belfast. when he was nineteen years of 
age. Four years later, in 1864, he came to 
the East, where all his. successes were to 
be won, He entered the Agra Bank, ‘but 
in 1876 be came ty Hongkong and. became 


hai Bank. Meanwhilehe had married a sister 
of Mr. G. M. Dare, of Hongkong. Alogether 
‘ir Thomas Jackson ‘was for: nore ‘than A 
quorter century in Hongkong and during that 
| period the Bank with which he was nsso- 
Ciated ‘rose from a comparatively humble 
origin to become one of the recognised finan- 
cial median in the world, and: by far the most 
“influential banking institution in the Far Enst. 
Within recent days we bave seen the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, throuph the foresight 
of the Government, extending its scape by 
negotiating loans for the development of 
China's internal economy. The name of the 
Bank is far better known in London than that 
of some of the many City institutions and tts 
bond. is accepted everywhere. during the 
long ‘period that Sir Thomas Jackson was cen- 
nected with the Bank in Hongkong, he had to 
gruide his craft through many troubled waters; 
that he did so successfully is evidenced by the 
position of the Bank at the present time. 


THE BANK STARTED. 


The histories of the Hongkong and Shanghai 
Hanking Corporation and Sir Thomas Jackson 
are so inseparably intertwined that the story 
of one is the life-history of the other. When 
the bank was started'in 1864—Iwelve .years 
ocfore Mr. Jackson joined it—there was much 
dubiely as to its ultimate success, “A mushroom 
grown in a night could scarcely compare with 
such banks as the Chartered, the Mercantile, 
the Commercial, the Oriental, the Agra and 
United Service, or the Central Bank of Western 
India.. There were then firmly established, 
enjoying the confidence of investors and de- 
positors alike.. But. in July, 1864, the firm of 
Dent & Co., one of the princely houses of the 
period, issued the prospectus of the newly- 
formed Corporation which started with a canital 
of five million dollars in 20,000 shares of $250 
each, What contributed to the success of the 
Hank more than anything else was the broad 
spirit which animated its directorate. There 
was no question of party or state about the 
instittition in nny shane or form. A glance 
at the names of those who were the 
provisional committee, practically the founders 
will indicate this at once, There was Mr A. 
F. Heard, of the established house of Heard & 
Co., Thomas: Sutherland, whom everybody 
knows as the great head of the P. & O. Com- 
pany, the head of the Suez Carial, and the 
patron of half a hundred institutions, D. 
Lapraik, the founder of Douglas'& Co., W. 
Schmidt, A, Sassoon, Patlanjee Framjec, W. 
Adameon, Pestonjee Dhunjeeshaw, and others. 
The first manager was Mr. V. Kiesser, who 
entered upon his duties on the fitst day of 
January, 1865, Whether he did actually work 
on New Year's Day is matter for doubt; in 
fact it is a shrewd guess to hazard the_ opinion 
that the familiar notice, “ The Exchange Banks 
-will be closed " was operative then as now on 
festive occasions, 


* THE FLUCTUATING DOI LAR, 


It is interesting to note here how the money 
market stood. It had been recommended by 


Sir 1. Bowring that there should be established; 


at Horgkong a Mint for the issue of British 
dollars. Atthat time, in 1859 to 1860, there 
were constant complaints as to the embarrass- 
ing fluctuations, in the value of the Mexican 
dollar and the insufficiency of the sma!l silver 
coins procured from t ngland. in July, ¢862. 
clean silver dollars (Mexican) bore a premium 
of 7 per cent, above their intrinsic value as 
compared with bar and sycee silver, and subse- 
quently reached aA premivm of nearly 12 per 
cent., which however, fell to‘8 percent in the 
“early part of 1863. It was felt that these exces- 
sive fluctuations of the common medium. of 
exchange in China and Japan must tend to 
embarrass. the operations of commerce, in 
1862 Sir Hercules Robinson obtained the 
sanction of the Colonial. Office for ‘the 
principle on which he proposed to base 
a reform of the currency of the Colony, the 
official re-establishment of a silver standard 
based onthe Mexican dollar. By a proctama- 
tion dated January 9, 1863, it was determined 
that Mexican and other silver dollars of equal 
value should, together with those silver coins 
of Mexican standard and bronze cents and 
cash being hundreth or ‘thousandeih parts of 
the Mexican dollar, be the onjy legal tender 
of payment in the Colony. The date, however, 
was not fixed until the Mint was established 
in 1265, But Sir Hercules’ Robinson obtained 
the sanction for ‘the Mint and a large stock 
of subsidiary''coins. These. consisted of 
silver ten-cent pieces, bronze cents pnd 
brinze mils (cash). Tho intrinsic value of 
the silver (en-cent pieces was such as to mike 
53 fate value equal to $2.987 intrinsic value.

» THE BANK'S DIVIDEND. 


Now .the Bank had become the financial 
pulse of the Colany. In February, 1877, the 
Kank declared a dividend equal to .12 per 
cent, upon the paid-up capital. In Februnry. 
1873 .it did. the same, after, we are told, 
some hesitation on the patt of the directors, 
but in August, 1874, the directors declared 
themselves unable to pay any dividend at all, 
complaining of ,heavy losses and. failure all 
round. {n 187¢ the Bank was still a_non- 


dividend paying concern and a, Commission of. 


Inquiry was'suggested. “Uowever, in 1876, the 
Bank had° recovered ‘its former position, 
changed the mannger, rid itself of encumbered 
estates and paid £r.-dividend per share, The 
very next year, in 1877, after: Sir. Thomas 
Jackson had been’ manager fora year, while 
continuing to pay the same dividend 
‘the Bank increased its reserve fund to 
half a million dollars “which: called forth, 
in favour of the Chairman of the. Company (the 


late Mr. E. R. Relilios) and the new matager. 


(Mr. Th. Jackson) votes of thanks, with acclama- 
tion by the very men who stated at the time, 
eighteen months previous, they bad thought 
very hard things about'the prospecis of the 
Bank."

: * BANK NOTES. 

Between 1864 and 1872 the anual ¢ircula- 
tion of bank notes in Hongkong averaged-two 
and.a half million dollars, The Agra and 
Commeicial Banks had collapsed, and there 
had been a run on the Orjental and Chart-red 
Bunks, when the circulation of notes fell 
to one and a half millinns, In June, 872, 
the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank ob- 
fained the permission of the ‘Governor, Sir 
Anhur Kenedy, lo. issue $1 noles, where- 
by a much-felt want was supplied. 
months after the issue of these notes there 
were $17,509 in circulation. The total num- 
ber of notes in cisculation, all deromina-" 
tions, in 1874 had reached three and a half 
million dollars. ‘Then, of course, the fatuous 
heads of departments at St stephen’s took it 
into their noble and distinguished minds,’ or 
what they were pleased to term minds, and 
‘said that the circulation of $1 notes was-a 
serious evil, because, farsooth these notes 
would be largely in the hands of the poorest 
Chinese who might be even more subject to 
punics .than the mercantile classes. The 
Governor, acting under instructions, asked the 
Bank to show cause: why the $t notes should 
not be called in. Then the Colony rose en 
masse, Amemorial was signed by everybody who 
was anybody ; the Chamber of Commerce rous- 
ed itself from its usual lethargy and passed a 
special resolution in favour of the retention of 
the $1 notes. : Eg :

- The point that agitates miny minds is whether 
the mere-poing where danger is nt all is justifi- 
ed, It was pointed outto a’ Sydney “Evening 
News” reporter to-day by an authority that 
sharks can see a considerable distance in the 
water, They have the drop, so to speak, and it 
is their businessto be alert. They are.out for a 
meal. Once, (oo, a shark tustes terrestrial food, 
his appetite’ for ocean fate is vitinted. Hisin- 
stincts appear to be as those af the tiger, which, 
travellers tell, once having tasted human flesh, 
becomes possessed of an insatiable desire for it 
THEIR MEANDERING WAYS. 

The great majority of sharks inhabit the 
ocean, but frequent the estuaries and tidal 
rivers in starch of the offal which unwisely is 
often poured inte then. 
abattoir refuse is often found to miles out to 
sea, and is, an undoubted factor in attacting 
shayys toward land and into the harbour and 
Sharks ae great wanderers. 
dogs, they like to poke into all sorts of maring 
corners, seeking something to devour. 

‘The natural food of the larger.sharks is fish, 
but a, famished ‘shark will sna 
leaving itto its stomach tu decide whether the 
substance is, diges ible or otherwise. This 
circumstance is made Jrequent use of in killing 
sharks, Mr. Waite, ‘of the Sydeny Museum, 
tells a story-of haw “once, off Colombo, when 
the sharks were thick in the water, a stcamer’s 
fireman heated a brick red hot, wrapped it up 
in non-conducting mater'al, and lowered it into 
the ocean, A voracious shark gulped it down 
It was not for some few moments 
that a great disturbance occurred in the water. 
It was lashed to foam by the victiny of greed. 

THE GRRYNURSE : 


is a large and one of the most ferocious Species 
of shark and has a‘wide distribution’ in the, 
it is found at the Capo 
of Good Hope, on the South American coast, 
-and, as is only too well known, round the Aus- 
tralian continent. Its colour is di-ty yellow |: 
above, and paler beneath, 
wide, and the teeth, which are large, are not 
serrated, but comparatively slender and awl-like, 
with one or txo small projections ‘at- thé base. 
"fhe fourth and filth teeth in the upper jaw are 
very much smaller, and ‘are a feature of this 
shark, So far as the Commonwealth is con- 
cerned, the shark is better known on the 
Victorian waters than off ‘our coast.
